them or to come neerethem, bur turned their recne ypon 
the infidels that were without , and came to ſer them on. 
yponthe ſaints , and tore many of rhemin peecesin their 
ſteads, Howbeit although they eſcaped the chawes of vvild 
beaſtes , yer they eſcaped nor the ſwordes of them thar 
vvere more ſauage then any beaſtes : and though the 
bowellesof beares refuſed ro entombe them, yer werethey 
emrombed inthe floods :and crowned vvith the crowne of

erfefted by Titus : which was ſo grear and lamentable, as 
thelike was neuer heard of vntill chis day : forif the ſacking 
and oucrthrow of Teruſalem,'then when Teremre the Pro- 
- pher made his booke of Lamentations ouer ir, was repured 
more grieuous then the ſubuerſion of Sodome which peri- 
ſhed ſuddenly: How much more then isthis laſt deſtruQion 
withour all compariſon, by reaſonof rhoſe horible & ſtrang! 
miſcries, which were there both ſuddenly and in cones 
ance of rime commitced? Neithertruly is there any hiſtory 
which containeth a deſcriprion of ſo many miſeries as this 


doth: asitmay appeare by 1oſepbns record of ir. For after

that they had bene afflited in diuers countries,androfſed yp 


and downe by the deputies along while, there were ſlaine 


at Cxſarca in oneday, twenty thouſand: at Alexandria an- 


other time, fifty thouſand: ar Zabulon and Ioppe, cighr 
thouſand and foure hundred , befides the burning of the two 
townes: ar Damaſcus cen thouſand thar had their throares 
cur. Asfor Icruſalem,whenir had along time endured the 
brunt of the warre both within and without, it was pinched 
with {o fore a famine, that the dungof oxen ſerued ſome for 
mearte : others fedde vponthe leather of old ſhooes and 
buckles: and divers women weredriuen tothe extremirie to 
boile and care their owne children : Many thinking ro ſaue 
theirlives by flyingro the enemy , were takenand ſlicin pie- 
ces, in hope to find gold and filuer in their guts: in one 
night two thouſand were thus pircouſly dealt wirhall : and 
at laſt the whole city was by force taken, and the holy 
Temple conſumed by fire.

not the time of ber v;;tatten, Likewilc ſaid he to the women 
thatbewailed him as he was led tothe croſle,7hat they ſhould

barren and thofe that had no children, & the dugs that neuer 
ſuckled ſhould be' counted happy . So horrible and pirifull

_ and viſit Rome: imagining tharit wasno-bard-macter-ro ob» 
rainerhe Popeſhip,ſeceingrharin all places where hee wenr 
there was equall honour. given vnto him :or if hee ſhould 
faileof thathope, yer at leaſt the.Pope and his cardinals 
would entertaine him bonourably : bur it happened far ſhorr 
af; his expe&tarion, for Popes arc norſo prodigall of their 
honorsto do anyſuchreuerenceto a poorefilly Monke, but 
are very nig#ards and ſparing/rhereof cuen towards Kings ; 
ſo farreare they from leauing their thrones of maicſty to any 

orher :ncither muſt wee thinkethatrthe Pope cared greatly 

for allthoſerricks and quidditjes of Frier Thomes,ſ{eerng bee 
kum(cltc ischeancly Marchanr of fuch traſh. .VVhea hee 
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was arriued at Rome, Pope Zugentus ſecing that hee came I1! 
not according to cuſtome-to kiſle his holineſle feer , ſenrifor 

him twiſe, and vnderſtanding that he refuſed rocome, ati 

that hee fained himſelfe ro bee euill ar eaſe : ſent his treaſu- 

rcr, bur nor toimpartrto him any treaſure, bur ro apprehend 

and attach him. The Frier now perceiuing that inquirie was 

' made for him,and thar they werear his chamber dore, leapt 

out ata window thinking by that meanes to eſcape : but hee 
was quickly taken priſoner by rhe treaſurers ſeruants waiting 
before thedore, and brought before the conſiſtorie of Car- 
dinals: law proceeded againſt him, by doome wherof though 

no crronious opinions could bee proucd againſt him, hee was 
adiydged tothe ſtake ro bee burned for an Heretike: bur ir 

was ſufficient to make him guiltie, becauſe hee defamed the 
Prieits in his ſermons,and had ſpoken ſo broadly of their goſ- 
ſips,and had beene ſo bold to vſurpe the authority of giuing 
pardons,whichthe Popes claimsfor a priuiledge of their own 

ſea, and beſides had made no more account of him that is a 
pettic God on earth :bur had done all theſe things withour 

his leaue andlicenſe : it was an hard matrer tobee induced of 

the biſhops of Romethar a ſilly Monke ſhould ſo imtermed- 

dle with their affaires , and ſhonld derogate any whit from 
their ſupremacic:ſecing tharthey quitthemſelues ſowel with 
Kings and Emperours, and canat cuery right occaſion make 
them ſtoope : neitherisir to be doubred, burthat Pope Zu- 
genus was very icalous of the honour which Frier Thomas at- 
rained vntoin euery place,&fearfullleaſt hispreſence mighr 
diſturbe his preſenreſtare.By thismeanes God who yſethall 
inſtruments for his owne purpoſe, and candireR cuery parti- 
cularto the performing of his will,did puniſh and corre the 
hypocriſie of this Monke,that ſeemed to bee holy and wiſe 
beingindeed norhing bur fooliſh,ſtubborne and ambitious. 

Moreouer moſt norable was the hypocrifie of two counter- 

fairholy miids,oneof Kentin England called Z/iTabeth Bar- **" 
ton, the other of France called Ioane {a Prucelle.:the former

ons as there beea to ſpread,chatſhe wongrear credit amongſt 


| thepeople, & drew after her a multitude of fauourites ; be 


ſides ſhee would propheſie of rhingsro come, as that ſhee 
ſhould bee helped of her diſeaſe by none but the image of 
our lady in Aldingron; whether being broue? »hr,ſhe appeared 
ro the people to be ſodainly releeucd from her fickneſle: by 


means of which hypocriral diſsimulation,ſhe was brought in- 


to maruellous eltumationnor only with the common people, 
bur with diuerſe great menalſo,inſomuch thara book waspur 
in prinr,couching her fained miracles &reuelations, Howbeir 
nor content to delude the people , ſheebeganalſoto medle 
with the kin himſel, err) the eigeh-: ſaying that if he pro- 
cceded ro be deuorced from his wife Queene Katharine he 


 ſhoulTnorre remaine king one month after,and inthe repurath- 


onof God nor oneday : for which & many othertricks pra- 
Qiſed by her,ſhee with her complices was arraigned of high 
treaſon,and after confeſcionof all her knauerie, > SEAN from 
the tower to Tiborne and there hanged ; the holy maides 
head being ſet vpon London bridge, & the wo on certain 
oatesof the city. 

Theorhernamed [a Pucelle de diew, maruellouſly delu- 
ded with hercounterfeir hipocriſi e,C battles the ſeuenth kino 
of France,and al the whole French nationin ſuch forc that lo 
much credit was attribured vnto her, thar ſhe was honoured 
as a ſaint, and choughr to bee ſent of Godrothe aid of the 
French king: by her: meanes Orleance was won from the En- 


eliſh, and many orher exploits archicued,which(robe thort) 


Wi will referthe reader vnto in the French Chronicles, where 


they ſhall find her admirable knauerie at-large diſcouered.

There wasa coniurer at Salrzbourg,that vaunted that he 
could gather togither all the ſerpents within halfe a mile.

grand ſerpent came in the while, which whilſt he thought by 
the force of hischarmes to- make ro-enter into the dutch a- 
mongthereft,he ſcrvpon,and encloſed him round abour ike 
a girdleſo ſtrongly, that he drew himperforceintotheditch 
with him,where he miſerably died . Marke here the wages 
offuch wicked mifcreants, thar as they make ir their occupa-

Ic was a very lamentable ſpe&acle that chanced to the

Abourthe yeere 1.437, Charles the ſeuenth being king of 
France, Sir Giles of Britaine , lord of Rayes , and high Coh- 
ſtable of France, was accuſed (by the report of Enguerrande 
Monftreler) for hauing murdered many infants and women 
great with child , ro the number of cighrſcore or more, with 
whoſe blood he dither writ or cauſed ro be written, books full 


of coniurations, hoping by that abominable meanes to ar- 


raine to high marrers: :bur it happened cleane croſle & con- 
rrary to his expeRtation; and pra&tiſe, for beingconuinced of 
thoſchornible crimes (it being Gods will that ſuch grofſe and 
palpable fines ſhould norgo yopuniſhed) hee was adiudged 
to be hanged and burned to death , which was alſo accor- 
dingly exeeuted at Nantes by the authoriric of the Duke of 
Briraine, | | 


| John Francis rs cus of Mirand ſaith, thathee conferred ti. 
uerstimes with many, who being enticed with a vaine hope | 
of knowing things to come, were afterwards ſo grieuouſly 
rormentedby the demll (with whome rhey had made ſome 
 bargaine) that they thoug hrthemſelues thriſe happy,ifthey 
eſcaped with their liues He ſaith PP ,that there was 


in his cime a certaine coniurer that promiſed a too curious &

being ready to rerurac home, he waspoploned;zwherrbefore 
 hehaddrunke his whole _—_ hee gaue a deepeſigh ſud- 


denly,asif he had beene thruſt through with adarr, and was 


camied away inaſowne, vexed with ſuch horrible torment, 


that had he notbeene reſtramed he would haue killed him 


felfe. And on this:mannerhe+rhar could noricontentihimſelfe 


with rhe conditionof a man,bur would nceds'clymbeaboue 
the clouds ro.goe in:equipage-with God,drunke vp his owne 
death,lcauing asſedainly alt his worldly pompe,as he had'ſa- 
dainly gortenit :which vaniſhed like ſmoke,none of his chil- 
dren beg any whitthebenerbyir;:: 368;

and {worne vnto it with one conſent, afterward choſe Grac- 
chus Cluilius tor their capraine , and vnder his condutt ſpoi- 
led the fields and territories of the Romans,comtrary to their 
former league and oth. Whereupon the Romans ſent g, F a= 
bius, P. Polumnus, & A.Peſthumius Embaſſadours rothem, 
_ tocomplaine of their wrongs and demand fatisfaftion : bur 
their capraine ſolittle eſteemed them, that he bad them de- 
lier their meſſage toan oake ſtanding thereby,whilſt he in- 


rended other buſineſle. Thenone of the three turning him-. 


ſelfe rowards the oake, ſpake on this manner : Thou hallowed 
ohe, and wwhatſoener cls belongeth totle gods im thisplace, heare 
ard beare witneſſe of this diſlotall part, and faucur our wit come 
plants, that with the «ſs i/lance 0 f the gods Wee May be renenged 
on this inturie, This done, they returned home, and ſhortly 
aftergatheringa power ofmen, ſer ypon andouercarne that 
truce-breabking nation. | 
Inthe yeere of Rome built 31”, the Fidenares reuolted 
from tha friendfhipand league of the Romanes to Tolumnys 
the king ofthe Veyans, and adding crueltic rorreaſon,killed 
foure. of their Embaſladuyrs that came to know the cauſe of 
their defetion : which diſloialty the Romans not brooking, 
vnderrooke war againſt chem; and notwithſtanding all cheir 
priuat and forraine ſtrength, onerthrew and flew them. In 
this batte!l iris ſaid,thar a Tribune of the ſouldiers ſeeing Te 
lumnus branely galloping vp and downe and encour-ging 
his ſouldiers,& the Romanstrembling at his approch.,ſaid, Is 


this the breaker of leazues,& violatour ofthe law of nations? 


Ifrhere be any holives on carth, my ſword ſhall ſacrifice him 
tothe ſoules of our ſ]aine Embaſladours ; & therewithall ſer- 
ting ſpurs to his horſe, he vnhorſt him,& faſtening himro the 
earth with hisſpeare,cut off his perfidious head : wherear t1is 
awry diſmaid,retired, & became aſlaughrertorhe enemies.

our of the caſtle gares with the biſhop rowards the Emperor, 
bur Arro(as1 ir were ſuddenly remembring himſelfe,whenin- 
deed it was his deuiſed plor ) defireth to returne backe and.

dine and returne : Now the Earle wasno ſooner cometo the

ugne the Emperour Henry by armes, cuen by foure vniuſt 
LE in the laſtof which xedu/phbeing ouercome, loſt his.

hand, and ſo by the wonderfull providence of Gad, eſcaped 


mithour hurt. Burthe two xraiterous Canons he caughtrighr 


ſoone, and hung them ar rheir carhedrall Church gate, ro. 


their owne contuſion and rerrorof all rraitors. | 

It was a noble ſaying and worthy the marking , of Angr- 
fur Ceſar to Rhemitalcherking of Thracia, who having tor- 
ſaken Anthony to take part with Auguitus, boaſted very in- 
ſolently of his deſerts rowards him : then Ceſar diſſembling 
his folly,dranke to another king, and ſaid,I loue treaſon , bur 
I can not commend nor truſt a trairour, The ſame alſoin ef- 
fe&t, Philip of Macedony and Inls Ceſar were wont roſay, 
Tharthey loueda trairour at the firſt, but when he had fini- 
ſhed his treaſon,they hated him morerhen any other: figni- 
lying, thattraitours deſerued no retributionof thankes, ſee- 
Ing theiroffice was accepted fora time, yetthey themſclues 
could neuer be counted leſlie than naughty and diſloiall per- 
ſons : for no honeſt man cuer betraied his countrey or his 
friend; and whar greater puniſhment can there be chanthis? 
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ot 216 Bur for manifeſt proofe hereof, let this one example ſerue in 
/ ſtead ofmany, namely of 7heodorrcke kingof Francia, and 17. 
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 Abbert.Crants, minfride king of T huringia , who being profeſt foes, and ha- 


uins fought many cruell- barrailes, atlength the latter was 
cenquered of the former, by the luckie aſsiſtance of the Sax. 
ons, This Irmimfride thus ſubducd, ſued for pardon and re. 
leaſe at the conquerours hand, but he was ſo farre from pity. 
ing his cſtare, that hee corrupted one {ringus a noble man, 
and Irminfrides ſubict, ro murder his maſter,which he per. 
fourmed kneeling before. Theedorrcke, running him through 


with his ſwaed at his backe : which traiterous deed, aſloone 
asit was finiſhed, 7 heodorrcke though the ſetter of ir, yer hee 


could not abide the actour, bur bad him be packing, for who 
could pur truſt in him that had berraied his owne waſter, Ar 
which words /rjng«s (mad withanger and rage) ran at 7heo 
dirickealſowirh purpoſe to haucflaine him too; bur his hand 


miſsing the marke, rerurned his \wordinto his owne bowels, 


{0 that he fell downe dead ypon his maſters carkaſſe. What 
morenotable and wonderfull iudgement could happen? ſure- 
ly itis an example worthy to be written in golden letrers, & 
to be read and remembred of euery one,totcach men allegi- 


| ance andobedienceto their princesand ſaperiors, leaſt more 


ſaddendeſtruttion thanthis fall vponthem. 

| Afterthe deathof '/eronimws king of Siracuſa , Anarone

in execration ; and therfore our Engliſh fagitiues, who vnder 
 Cloke of religion not onely abandon their countrie, their kin- 
dred and their Prince, buralſo conſpite the vndoing & ſiwear 
the deſtrution of rhem :are they nor worthicto be handled 
like traitors and to haue theirquartersſpeCacles of perfidie? 
The bridge and gates of London beare witneſle of the wo- 
full ends that theſe Jeſuits come ymto, 
| Asrouching cowards (I meane ſuch as prefernng their 
lives orliberry or any other by-reſpets before their countries 
welfare, & ether dare notor wil not{tand.ſtourly in defence 
of it in time of war and danger)they deſcrue no lefle puniſh- 
ment then the former , ſeeing that as they areopen oppug- 
ners,ſo theſe atecloſe vndernuners of the good thereof.

Laonoiſe, and all abour 
Soillons, armed with great bats ſhod with iron : an headleſle 
crue without gouernour, fully purpoſing to bringtoruine the 
whole nobility, Inthis diſorderthey wrought much miſchief, 
broke vp many houſes and caſtles, murdered many Lords;ſo 
that diverſe Ladies and knights, asthe Dutcheſlcs of Nor- 
mandy,Orleance, were faine to flee for ſafegard ro Mcavx : 
whitherwhentheſe rebels would needes purſuethem, they 
were there ouerthrowen,killed and hanged by troupes, 

Inthe yere of 2urLord 1 525,there were certaine husband- 
menof Souabeythat beganroſtand in reſiſtance againſt the

dred thouſand perſons : and for his ſhame recciued this dif 
grace at a womans haud, who triymphing in her victory, 
threw his head into aſacke full of blood, with theſe tearmes, 
Now glut thy ſelfe wth blood which thou batt thirſfted after ſo 
lang time | RE SIO! 
Cambyſes,Cyrus ſonne,was alſo ſobloody and cruel a man, 
that one day he ſhot a noble mans ſonne to the heartwith an 
arrow,for being admoniſhed by his ſather of his drunkennes, 
ro which he was very much given, which he did inindignati= 
on, and to ſhew thar hee was not yet ſodrunken but he knew 
' how rodraw his bow. Hee cauſed his owne brother ro be 
murdered priuily, for teare hee ſhould raigne after him; and 
ſlew his fiſter for reproouing him for that God In his voiage 
to Ethiopia when his armic was broughtinto ſo great penury 
of vituals thatthey were glad ro feed vpon horle fleſh , hee 
was ſo cruel and barbarous,that after their horfes were ſpent, 
hee cauſed them ro eate one another : Bur ar his returne 
from Zgypr,the Suſtans his chiefe citizens welcomed him 
home withrebellion: and at laſt as hee was riding, it ſo chan= 
ced, thathis {word fell out ofthe ſcabberd, and himſelfe yp- 
on the point of it, ſothatir picrced him through, and {o

242 Afﬀecerthat Xerxes by his ove:bold enterpriſe had 'diſtmbed

were all killed one after another, | 
pPirrhus King of Epire that raigned nor long after Alex. 
avderthe great, was naturally diſpoſed to ſuch a quickneſle & 
hear of courage, that he could neuer be quiet but whe he was 
cirher doing fome muſchicfe to anorher,or when another was 
doing ſome. vnto him: euer dewſing ſome new practiſe of 
moleſtation for paſſimes ſake.. This his wild' and dangerous 
diſpoſition'began firſt to ſhew it ſe]fe in the death of Neepte= 
lems who was conioined King with him,whom hauing bid- 
den to ſupperin his lodging vnder pretence of facrificeto his.

wealth for that crime, bur called every murderera Parricide, 
the one being in his opinion athing execrable, and the orher 
impoſſible. And intruth there was nor for 600 years ſpace(ac- 
cording to Plutarchs report)found in Rome any onethar had 
comitred this execrable fatt. Fhe firſt Parricide that Rome. 
ſaw,was Lucins 0us,after thefirſt Punick war; although o- 
ther writers affirme that 4. M«lliebus was the firſt, and Lucius 
the ſecond : howſoeuer it was they both vnderwent the pu- 
nifhmenrt of the law Pempera, which enaQtcd that ſuch offene 
dors ſhould be thruſt into a ſack of lether, & an ape,a cock,a 


viper & a dog pur into accopany them,& then. to be thrown 
- intothe warcr,to the end that theſe beaſts being enraged & 


animated one againſt another, might wreke their teene vpon 
them,& ſo depriuerhe of life aftera ſtrangefaſhion,being des 
barred of the vic of aire,water,& carth,as viworthy to Parti= 
cipare the very clements with their deaths, mnch leſſe with 
theirliues :which kind of puniſhmer 'was after praiſed and 
confirmed by the conſtitution of Conftentine the great, And 
albeit the regard of the puniſhmer ſeemed terrible & the of- 
fence it ſelf much more monſtrous, yer fince that time there 
haue ben many ſo peruerſe&exceedingly wicked, as tothrow 
themſelues headlong imo thatdeſperat gulfe, As Cleoderich 
ſon of S1gebert king of Auſtria,who being tickled with an vn- 
fatiable luſt of rarzgne through the decemuable perſuzſions of

ther with a hammer, tothe end ro gaine their mony and pol- 
ſeſsions: after which crucll deed,he preſently went to a ſho. 
maker and bought him new ſhoes, leauing his old behind 
him, by the prowidence of God to be his accuſers: for after 
att houre or two, the ſlainc bodies being found by the magi- 
ſtrate, and inquifition made for the mutderer , no manner of 
ſuſpition being had of him, hee ſeeming to take ſuch gricfe 


thereat, But the Lord that knoweth theſecrets of the heart, 


diſcouered his hypocriſic, and made his owne ſhoes which 
he had left with the ſhoemaker riſe vp ro beare witneſle a» 
gptall him: forthe blood which ran from his fathers wounds 
eſprinkled them ſo,thar thereof you the ſuſpition, & from 
thence the examination, & very ſoone the confeſsion, & laſt 
of all his worthy & lawfull execution. From hence wee may 
learne fora generall truth, thatmurder ,neuerſo ſecrer, will 
euer by one means or other be diſcouered; rhe Lord will nor 
ſuffer it to goe vnpuniſhed, ſo abominableir1s in his ſaght. 
Another ſonne at Boſil,iathe yere of our Lord God x 560,

the loue that parents beare their children, is greater then 
that which children redound to their parents, becauſe the 
child proceedeth fromthe father, and nor the father from 
the child,as part of his fathers eſſence , and nor rhe farher of 
his: Cana manthen hare his ownefleſlt, or be a rooter our 
ofthat which hamſelfe planted? Ir is rare : yet ſometimes ir 
commerh ro paſſe, Howbeit asthe offenceis ina hich de- 
erce, ſo it 1s alwaics puniſhed by ſome notable and high 
iudzement: as by theſe examples that follow, ſhall appeare. 
| Theancient Ammonites had an idoll called 4rolech, ro 
the which they offered their children in ſacrifice : this idoll 
(asthe Lewes write) was of a great (tarure and hollow within, 
hauing ſeuen chambers in his hollowneſle, whereof one was 
torecetue meate, another turtle doues, the third a ſheepe, 
the fourth a ram, the fifta calfe, the ſixr an oxe, and the ſe- 
venth a child : his hands were alwaies extended to receiue 
gifts, and when a child was offered, they were made fire hor 
ro burne it to death; none-mult offer the child bur the fa- 
ther: & ro drowne the cries of 1t,the Chemarims(for fo were 
the prieſts ofthar 1doll called) made anoiſe with bels, cym- 
bals,and hornes: thus it is written that king Achaboffered his 
ſon, yea & many of rhe children of Hrael beſide, as the Pro- 
pher Dawu:d affirmeth: They offered (ſaith he) their ſunnes and

wiſh : and whenthat preuailednor, ſhe gaue a young daugh- 
terſhee had ro Leander the tyrants brother ro wife, wha 1o- 
ued her exceedingly,bur with this conditionthat hee ſhould 
by ſome praiſe or other worke the dearth and deſtruction 
of his brother: Which indeed hee performed, for hee fo bri= 
bed one of rhe groomes of the tyrants chamber, that by his 
helpe he ſoone 1d wicked 7ymecrares out of the way by a 
ſpeedy & deſerued death.

Alexandri- 
ans prepared to entertaine him moſt hogourably : and be« 
ing entered, hee went firſt to viſitethcir Temples, where 
to caſt more colours ypon his trecherie hee offered; many 
ſacrifices , andin the meane while perceiving the people 
oathered togirher from: all quarters to. bid him, wel- 
corne, fxading oportunity fitting his wicked and traiterous 
enterpriſe, bee Saue commandement that all the young | 
men of rhecity ſhould aſlemble togetherin one place, ſay- 
ing that hee would acquaint them. ro range themſclues in 
battaile after the mannerof the Macedonians, in honour of 
king Alexander , Bur whileſt they thus aſſembled rogether 
in mirch and brauctic , hee —_— as though hee would 
bring them in aray by going vp and downe amongſt them, 
and holding themiatalke, his arwy encloſed rhem on all 
ſides :then withdrawing himſelfe with his guard hee gaue 
the watch-word that they ſhould ruſh vpon them ; which 
was performed with ſuch outrage , that the poore credu- 
lous people becing ſurpriſed at vnawares were all moſt 
cruelly maſſacred , There might you ſce the moſt hore 
rible, barbarous and incredible butcherie of men that e- 
uer was heard of : for beſides thoſe that were aQors in this 
| bloody Tragedy, there were others that drew the flaine 
bodies into great dirches, and 'very ofren haled in them 
that were ſcarſe dead, yea and ſomerimes that were 
alrogether aline , which was the cauſe that diuerſe ſoul- 
diours periſhed at the ſame time , when thoſe rhat ha» 
uing ſome lrengrh of life left, being haled ro the ditch, 
held ſo faft by the halcrs, that diuerſe times borh fell in 
together . The blood that was ſhead at this maſſacre was 
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ſo much ;xthart rhe mouth of the riuer Nilus, and the fea ſhore 
weredicd with the ſtreames.thereof,that ran down by ſmal- 


ler rivers into thoſe plaine places . Furthermore being defi

Seturus Galba, another bird of the ſame feather,exerciſed 2971 


noleſle perfidious cruelty yponthe peopleof three cities mn 
Luſitania, for he aſſembled them rogither in colour of provi-. 


ding for their common affaires : burwhen hee had gorten 
them into his hands vaarmed and weaponlelſe, he rook nine 
thouſand of the flower of their yourh, and partly committed 
themrothe ſword, and partly ſold them for bond(laues. 
The diſloiall and treacherous dealing of Srilico rowards 
the Gothes , how deare it coſt him and all Iraly beſide, hi- 
ſtories doe ſufficiently reſtifie :for it fel] out that the Gorhes 
(vnder the condu®t of Alaricus) entred Iraly with a-puilſant 
and fearefull army, ro know the cauſe why the Emperour 


Honerius withheld the 5 ger which(by vertue ot a league, 


andinrecompence of tficir aid tothe Empire in time of war) 
was due vntothem : which by riper 1udgement and delibe- 
ration of the councill was quiered :& ro preſerue their coun- 


 trey from ſo imminent a tempelt , offer was made vatothem I 2,

of the Spaniards and Frenchmen,if they could recouerthem 
out of rhe hands of the V andaJes, which vſurped ouer them; 
ſorhat incontinently they ſhould rake rheir journey ouer the 
Alpes rowardsthem, and depart rheir coaſts, Which offer 
and gifr the Gorhes accepting , did accordingly fulfill the 
condition, and paſſed away without committing any riot or 
any dammage in theirpaſſages,Bur as they were vpon mount 
Cinis making rowards Franco, behold Stulico, Honoring his fa- 
therin law (a man of aſtirring,ſtubborne, and raſh ſpirit)pur- 
fuech and chargeth them with battaile vnawares, and drea- 
ming of nothing leſle : wherear they, being ar the inſtanra- 
mazed, quickly garhered their ſpirits togither , and putting 
themſeluesin defence, fought it out with ſuch courage and 
eagerneſle, that thetraitours army was wholly diſcomfied, 
and he himſelfe with one of his fonnes ſlaine. The Gothes 
hauing gotren this viftory, hroke off their voiagero France, 
andrurned their courſe backe againe to Italy , with purpoſe 
to deſtroy and ſpoile: And ſo they did , forthey laid walt all 
the countrey of Picmont and Lumbardy , and —_—_ 
an 
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2nd beſieged Rome itlelfe : ſo tharfrom that time Traly ne- 
uer ceaſed robe ſcourged and tormented with the Gothes, 
for the ſpace of cighteene yeeres. Moreover, whoſocuer ell: 
haue bene found to follow the ſteps of theſe truce, peace, & 
promiſe breakers (void of truth and regard of reputation) al: 
waies vnderwent worthy puniſhment for their vnwortk; 
ates, and fell headlong into confuſion and ignominy, making 
themlſclues ſubicts wotthy to be curſt & dereſted of all mes.

ding, as curſed /ezabel Queene of Iſrael did ; of whome ſuf 
ficient hath beene ſpoken before, 
Athaliah, Aches daughter, and wife to /oram king of Iu- 
da, was a bird of the ſame feather;for ſhee was polleſſed with 
ſuch a fpitit of furyand rage,tharafter the death of her ſonne 
ocheſias (that died wichour iſſue) ſheepur to death all the 
blood roll, to wir, the poſterity of Nathan, Salomons bro« 
ther, to whome by right of ſucceſsion, the inheritance of the 
crowne appertained ; to the end, that ſhee might iaſtall her 
ſclfe intorhe kingly diademe : after this cruell burchery of 
allche roll male children, excepr 94s, who (by Godspro- 
uidence) was preſerued aliue , ſhee vſurped the crowne and 
{ceprerof Iuda full ſeuen yeercs ; at the endof which date, 
Toas was exalted ro the crowne, and ſhe not onely depoſed, 
bur ſlaine by the hands of her guard thatartended vpon her. 
Erunchila (whome hiſtories call Brunhaulr) a Queene of 


Ne. Gil v1, France by martiage, but a Spaniard by birth , was a woman 


rhat bred much miſchief in her age,and that wrought ny

horrible and dearh-deſeruing crimes: for partly with her ſub= 281 
till deuiſes, and partly with her owne hands, ſkee murdered 
ren kings of France one after another : ſhee cauſed her huſ- 
band toflay his owne brother, ſhe procured the death of her 
nephew Meroucus, whome againlt all equity and honeſtlie, 
| ſhe had ſecondly eſpouſed for her husband ; for hebeing ha- 
xd of his father for thatvile inceſt ,and perceiuing himſelfe 
in danger of raking,made one of his owne {cruants thruſt him 
through. Afrerſhee had committed theſe and many other 
foule taſtes , ſhee went about alſo to defraud Cletairins the 
ſonne of Ch1{pericke of the right of the crowne, which per- 
tained vnto him, and to thruſt in another in the roome: 
Whereupon aroſe great warre, in the which as ſhee dealr 
more boldly and manfully then the condition of her ſexe 
would beare, ſoſhe received the due wages of her brave and 
 vertuous deeds, for ſhee wasrakenpriſoner with three of her 
nephewes,whoſe throats ſhe ſaw cur before her face,and af- 
ter her ſelfe was ſet vpona camell,and !ed through the hoſt 
three daies togither, eycry manreuiling, mocking, reproch- 
ing, and deſpiting her : and art laſtby the award and jud Sen 
ment of the princes and capraines of the army, ſhee was ad- 
iudgedrobetyed bythe haire ofher head, onearme & one 
foot to the taile of a wild and yntamed horſe, ahd fo ro bee 
leftro his mercy tobe drawen miſerably ro her deſtruction: 
which was no ſooner executed , but her miſerable catkaſle 
(the inſtrument of ſo many miſchiefes) was with mens feer 
ſpurned, bruiſed, trampled,and wounded aſter a molt ſtrange 
{ihion :and this was the wofull end ofmiſerable 3runchild,

onſet the French. horſemen, and wounded moſt of their 


men and horſes with multitude:of arrowes :ittarriedworlong 


erethe footmen alfowere purto flight onthe other ſide, & 
the whole army of threeſcore thouſand men; by bare eighr 
thouſand Engliſh,diſcomfited :diuers greatlords were found

Moreouer , as itis araſh part to hazard the doubtlull e-.

- Of ali1he hyſtories char T ever read, I know none more 


ſtrange in matter of warre, thanthis which I now goe abour 


to recite, of Henry of Luxenbourge, Emperour of Germanie, 
who when he heard that his ſonne Charles king of Bohemia 
was inthe Frencharmy, andthat P4:4ip of Valoys, king of 
France, was.ready to giue barraile tothe Engliſh, albeirhic 
was blind,and conſequently vofit for warre,yer would needs 
take part with the French : And therefore commaunded his 
men at armes to guide him into the place where the field 
wag tobe fought, that he might there ſtrike one blow. They 
as fooliſh as himſcife, not willing to crofſe his mind;andfeq- 
ring ro looſe him inthe preaſe ,tied him faſt co the raines of 
their bridles,being by this meanesſo coupled rogither , as if 
they meant al to periſh togither ifneed were,as indeed they 


did, for they were ouercome in bartaile, and the next day 
foundall dead, horſe and men, faſt bound togither. This ac- 


cident befell at Crecy neare Abreuile, in which journey the 
French kiog ſuſtained an incſtimable dammage,for hee loſt 
fifteene of his chicfeſt princes, foureſcore entigns , twelue 
hundred knights, and about thirty thouſand men. 

Inthe ycere x 455, the Hungarians withour any uſt cauſe 
or pretence, made war ypon the Emperour 0#fo , only moo- 
ued with a defireof bringing vnder their ſubicionthe Gere 
mane povers,and che rather at this time , becauſe they fup- 
poſed the Emperours ſtrength of war to be weakenedand 
his power of men leſſened , by thoſe continuall troubles and 
warres which he had beene daily occupied in: notwithſtan» 
ding 07ro, as by his former deedes of armes, hee deſerucdthe 
ſirname of Great, ſoin-this exploit eſpecially, for he conſcti- 


bed eightlegions of men our of Franconia, Bauaria, and Bo- 


hemia, and withthat ſmall valiant handfull, oucrturned and 
On eo Cn em.

his crew ſo ſore arepulſe,that from Rome they were faing to 
flic ro the vttermolt bordersof Italy , & there ſecing them- 
ſclues pent in on all ſides,and driuen to deep extremity, they 
eaue ſo deſperar an onſet ypon their enemies, that borh their 
capraine &they were all {laine. And thusthe Romans made 
jolly paſtime with their fencers and bondflaues, and more (1 
thicke arthis time) thanthey either looked or wiſhed for :

bimthe Lion and canfed him to lead himin a ſtring through 
the ary fora miracle: for indeed both this and the former 
deſcrueno other name.

The Emperour Conffentiney weighing the indignitie-of 


theſe and ſuch like paſtimes, and knowing how farre they 
onghrto be baniſhed fromthe ſociery of men, by apablike 
edi abohſhed all ſuchbloody and monſtrous ſpeRacles.In 
like mannertheſe monomachiesand Giejecouiberprtin 
med in places incleſed for 'the/purpoſe, wherew onear rhe

ment and yndoing of ſo many people ; vaunted and gloried 
in his greatneſſe and power, and cuenthenthought himſclfe 
the happieſtman intheworld, whe moſt miſery and aduerſi- 
ty,griefe and(diſtreſſeof his eſtate and whole houſe, appro- 
ched neereſt : for firſt and formoſt one of his ſonnes thatwas 
deare vnto him:was byouerſighr ſlaine arrhechaſe of a wild 
bore,next himſelfe hauing commenced war with Cirus, was 
ouercome in barraile : and beſieged in Sardis the chicfy ci- 
ry of his kingdome, andatlaſt raken and carried capriue 
to Cyrus, deſpoiled of all his late glorie and dominion. 
And this Crefſvs (as ſayth Plutarch after Herodotus): bore 
 thepuniſtimct of the offenceof his great grandfather Giges, 
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- who being bur one of kiag Candaenles artendants flew his ma- 
ſter, and yſurped the crowne ar the prouokement of the

thus this Kingdome decaicd by the ſame-meancsby ivhichir 
ficſt encreaſed. - þ.

nous meanes,/ grew from a baſe conditionto an higheſtate : 
for being bur one of the vulgar ſorr-inthe citie- Samos , hee 
with the aſyſtance of ſitreenearmed men , ſeaſed ypsn the 
whole citie, and made himſelfe Lordof it : which den:ding 
znro three parts,he beſtowed rwoof rhem vpon his two bre- 
thren, buraor for perpetmiric ; for erelongrthethird patr of 
his vſurparion coſt the elder of themthe belt part of has life, 
andthe younger his liberty,for he chaſed hnn away that hee 
might be ſole pollc{ſoret the whole Iiland: after this he in- 
uaded many other I{l:nds, befides many cities in the ſame 
land: he raiſed the Lacedemomans fromthe ſiege of Samos 
whichthey had begirt. And when hee ſaw that lehings fell 
out ſo well ro his owne wifh,thatnothing could be more, fea- 
ring ſo grear proſperity could not bur carry inthe taile ſome 
ramblecſting of aduerfitic and miſchancy zattempred by yo- 


lurtary loſle of ſomething of yalue ropreuent the miſchicfe 


which he feared rocnſue,and this by the aduiſe of his deare 
friend and ally (the king of Egypt) therefore hee threwa 
ring which hee had ingreatprice,into the ſeazrto the endto 
delude fortune (as he thought) thereby :butthering was af- 
ter found in afaſhes belly, andoffered as apreſent vnto him : 
and.this wasan cuidenr preſage of ſome incuitablemiſtortune 
that waited for him: neitherdid itproue vaine and frivolous, 
for hee was hanged vpon a gibbet of Sardis,by the commans» 
dementof orates the goucrnour of the ciryz who vnder pre= 
tence of friend{hip, and coulor of rendering his treaſure into 
his hands,and beitowing vpon him a greatpart thereof, pro- 
miſingalſo ropatl- chere(t of bis daies vnder his wing , for

Remulys the firſt king of Rome was (as F/orvs teſtifierh) 
tranſported by a deuill out of this earth into ſome habuation 
of his own, for the monſtrous ſuperſtitions,conturings, thefts, 
rauiſhments,and murders, which durivg his powpe,hee com- 
mitted :and moreouet(hee ſaith)thatP/urarch rhe moſt cre« 
dible & learned writer among Hiſtoriographers, both Greek 
and Latine that cyer writ, auoucheth the ſame for truc:thax 
hee was carried away one day'by a ſpirit inamightierempeRt 
of thunder and lightning before the view of the whole mul- 
ticudet2 their great altomſhment,inſomuch that theyfled ar 
rhe fight thereof, Whar ſhall wee ſay of S:U/a, thar monſter 
in cruelty, that moſtodious and execrable Tyranrthar cuer 
was, by whom all ciuill order and humane pollicy was vtter- 
ly defaced,and all vice and confuſioninſteed thereof ſer vp? 
Did hee not procure the death of ſixethouſand men ar one 


 clap,at the diſcomfiture of 4fari5*? and hauing promiſed to 


ſaue the lwes of three thouſand that appealed-vmo his mer- 
cy,did henor cauſerhem tobe aſſembled within a parke,and 
there ro have theirthroats cut, whileſt hee made an oration 
rothe Senate? It was hee that filled the channels of rhe

ner of compulzion:as he was ſictingone day inthe micl(t of his 
aHace in Rome,aſouldiorro whom he had granced the pro- 
ſcription of hisdead brother,asif he had beenalwe(whom he 
him(elfe before the cnull war hadſlain) preſented him inlicu 
of chaksfor thargreat good turnthe head ofone Marrs Mae 
rins of the aduerſe fatio before the whole city, with his hads 
al embrued in bloud, which he alſo waſhed inthe holy water- 
ſtack of Apolloes temple, beingneervnto rhar place; and all 
this being commended & countenanced by 5://s: he decreed a 
general diſanulmenr & abrogation of all ritles and rights thar 
were paſled before hisrime, to the endro hauemore libertie 
borh topur to death who he pleaſed, $ ro cofiicat wes goods 
& alſo ro vnpeople & to repeople cities,& ro lack, pull down, 
& build, & to depoſe & m3ke kings at his pleaſure :rthe goods 
which he had thus ſeazed, he ſhamed not roſell with his own 
handsfirring in histribunall ſear, giuing oftentimes a faire woe 
mana whole country or the reuenues of a city for her beauty, 
and to plaiers, ieſters, ivglers, minſtrels, andother wicked 
eftcanchiſed {laucs,great and vnneceſlary Ca a - 
GIueris 
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dierſ- married women alſo, whome (pleaſing his eie) hede- 
priued their husbands of perforce, and eſpouſed them ro 
, himſelfe, maugretheir wils:being defirous to ally himlſc}fe 
with Pompey,he commanded him to caſt off his lawfull wife, 
and taking from Magnus Glabrie, his wife. Aemilia,raade him 
marry hit , though alrcadic great with child by her former 
husband : but ſhee died intrauaile in his houſe, In feaſts and 
banquettings hee was roo 1mmoderate, for it was his conti- 
nuall and daily praRtiſe; the wine that he dranke viſually was 
forty yeare old,and rhe company that he delighted ro keepe 
was coinpattof minſtrels, tumblers,players,fingers,and ſuch 
like rafcals , and with theſe hee would ſpend whole daies in 
drinking,carouſing,dancing,and all diſſoluteneſſe. Norz this 
diſordinate life of his , did ſo augment a diſcaſe which was 
growne in his bodie,to wit an impoſtume, that intime it cor- 
rupted his fleſh,& turned ir into lice :in ſuch ſort that though 
he had thoſe that continually followed him, to ſweepe them 
olf and to louſe himnight & day.yerthe encreale was ſtill ſo 
plentiful thatal would not ſerue to cleare him for a moment : 
mn {o much thatnor his apparrell rhoughneuer ſo new and 
changeable,nor his linnen thoughneyer ſofreſh, nor his bath 
nor hs lauer,rio nor his mear and drinke could bee_ kept'vn- 
pollured from the flux of this filthy vermine, it iſſued in ſuch 
abundance: oftentimes inaday hee would waſh himſelfe in a

kedneſfe for at one time he cauſed robe lainea/great num- 
berof people, for calling him young Auguitus , asif ir had 
beene an iniury to his perſon ro-be ſoentiruled : and toſay 
briefly of all his murders, there were ſo many of his kindred, 
friends, ſenarours, and citizens made away by his meanes, 
thatit would be too long and tedious here to recite: where-- 
 foreſceing that hee was generally hated ofthe people for his 
miſdeeds, hee wiſhed thatthey all had but one head,rothe 
end (as it might ſeeme) thatar one blow he might diſpatch 
chem all. In ſumptuouſnes and coftlineſle of diſhes and ban- 
quers heeneitherfcund nor left his equall, for hee would ſup ***'*":

golden loaues aud golden meares: in giuingrewards hee was 
ſometime too roo prodigall, for he would caſt great ſummes 
of mony amongſt the people certaine daies togither , vnrill 
his bagges were drawne ery : and then new ſtrange ſhifres 
mult be practiſed ro fall them vp agaive: his ſubiets hee 
oucrcharged with many new found and vniuſt raxes,exafting 
of rhem a tribure cuenfortheir mear : if there were any mo- 
ney controuerſies to be decided; the fourth part ofthe ſame 
was his ſhare, which way ſoeuer the marterinclined : the 
cight peny of cuery porters gaine throughour the city(which 
with trauell chey.carned) hee tookeinto hispurſe ? yeaand 
that whichis more filthy and diſhoneſt, rhe very whores and 
 cormmonſtrumpetrs paid him a yeerely reuenue fortheir bat

committed Inceſt with his owne ſiſters, forcing them to his 
luſt,and by one of them had a daughter borne, whome (faith 
Eutrrepins ) his abhominable concupiſcence abuſed alfo in 
moſt filthy & prepoſterous maner : at lengrh many conſpired 
his deſtruQtion, bur eſpecially one of the Tribunes ( which 
olfice wee may after the cuſtome ofour French nationright-= 
ly rearmethe Marſhalſhip and the officer (one of our foure 
Marſhals; as 2uds ſaith ) - who ſhewed himſelfemore ea« 
getly affeRed inthe cauſe than thereſt,-purſucd his enter- 
priſe in more ſpeedy and deſperate maner; for as the Tyrant 
returned fromthe T heatreby a by-way, to his pallace (the 
third day of the fealt which hee celebrared in honour of 1#- 
lins Ceſar) the Tribune preſented himſelte as if 1n regardof 
his office , to.ifnpart ſome marrer of importance vato him: 
and hauing recciucd a curriſh word ortwo at his hands(as his 
cultome was)hee gage him (o ſodaine a ſtroke berweene the 
d the ſhoulders, that what withit andrhe blowes of 
his complices- , that going for the ſame ententruſhed vpon 
him,he was ſlain amongſt chem, no man ſtirring a foot to de- 
liver him/our of their handes , though many looked onand 
might have aided him if they would; hee wasno ſooner ſlain 
bur his wiſe incontinently was ſent after, and his daughrer al- 
ſo, that was cruſhed to death againſt a wall:and thus came 
his wretched (elfe with his falthic progeny,toa wretched and

miſerable end. | 

 Nero(hewed himſe|fenoronely an enemic to Godin per- 
ſecuting his church, buralſo a peruerreranddiſturber of hu- 
mance aature inembruing his hands in the bloudof his owne 
1. EE mother, 
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mother , and grandmother whome hee cauſed to bee purro 
death,and in killing his owne wife and (iſter, and infinit um- 
bers of all kind of people : beſide in Adulteries hee was fo 
monſtrous , thariris better to conceale them from modeſt 
eares, thanto ſtir yp the puddle of ſo ſtinking and noiſome a 
dunghu!l, for which his villanies the Senate condemnedhim 
to a ſhamefull and moſt ignominious death,& his armiesand 
forces forſooke him : which when hee vnderſtood he beroke 


him ro flighr and hid himſelfe in an ourway amongſt thornes

and bufhes, which with great paine hauing paſt through be- 
ing weary of his ife,he threw himſelfe downe into a pirfoure 


foot deep,and when he could get none of his mento lay their - 


hands vpon him, he deſperately and miſerably ſlew himſelfe.

Domitian was a cruell enemy of the Chriſtians, heereic- Svewon, 


ted his owne wife rotake a new,and being coucrtly reproo- 
ued by Zelnidins for the ſame, inaplay of the diuorce of 
Paris and Enon, which he preſented ynto him; he put himro 
dcath for his labor: many worthie Senators and chiefe men, 
and ſuch as had borne the office of che Conſull, withouriuſt 
cauſe giuenof reprehenfion, were murdered by him; he ſpa- 
red not hisowne bloud and neereſtallics,nonor his own bro- 
ther T:rus, bur what with poyſon and ſword deftroied them 


all ro confuſiun-, But in the end when hee ſaw that 


the world hated himfor hisomragious cruelties, he conſul- 
- ted with the Aſtrologians and coniurers what death did wait 


for him : one of che which amongſt the reſt told himthar 
he ſhould beflaine and rhar very ſhorcly:wherewithall being 
D '. Be2 | ſore 
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430  Aforetronbled, hee firſt cauſed him'thar had prognoſticated 


this cuill varo him to be laine, then hee compaſled himſelfe 
with a ſtroog guard, and tothe endroſee rhem that ſhould 
came nzare, hemade his galleric wa!s where hee walked of 
ſuch a kind of ghſtering and ſhining ftone, that be might ſee 
in them allabqut bienbor behind and before: whentheday 
and houre. which was forecalculated for his death was come, 
one of the conſpiratours.came in with his left armeina ſcarfe, 
as if hee had beene ſore hurt, feigning that he wonld bewray 
the whole treaſon which he ſomuch feared; and beingen- 
red his chamber, preſente@him with a long diſcourſe in wri- 
ting-touching the matter and manner of the conſpiracie :and 
wheninreading the ſame heefaw himmoſtaſtomſhed, then 
ke tooke occaſton roſtrike him ſuddenly into the belly with 
his dagger, his owne feruants making vp the murder, when 
they ſaw himgoabout ro-refiſt : and thus by all his wiſdome 
and prouidence, he could not rid himſelfe from being ſurpri- 
ſed, nor hinder the execution of. Gods iuſt fore-appointed 
judgement. And theſe were the endsof thoſe wicked Ewpe- 
xours, whoinregard of their vile liues, were rather monſters 
thenmen,and not only they whome we haue named, bur ma+ 
ny moc alſo, as Anronins Caracalle, Heliogebalns, and other 
ike, may be worthilyplaced inthisranke. PITS 
: Tigellinus,one of the capraines of Xeres guard, & achicfe - 
procurer and ſetter forward of his tyrannie, was the caule of 
the death of many great perſonages in Rome; and being en- 
riched by their ſpoile and other ſuch likerobberies, after the 
death of Ner(whome in bis extremity he forfooke) plunged 
himſelfe and wallowed in all manner of licencicus and dilor- 
dinare delights ; nowrhough he was worthy of a thouſand 
deaths for his cruclties towards many good eirizens, yetby 
the meancs of one [unixs, the Emperour Galbs his chiete'mis» 
nion, whoſe fauour he had by great ſummesof mony bought 
and obrained(for he gaue vato his daughter at onetime fiue 
and twenty thouſand crownes, and to himſelfe at another a 
carkner worth fitecne thouſand crownes for a preſent) hee

was ſpared and keptinſafetie : bur as ſoone as 0rhewas inſtal-

one Andrenederus his brothel in law, that aſfpiring|tothe 


 crowne, had corrupted his mannets , nu thruſt him forward 


to all theſe miſd&meanours; to the end by thoſe praQtiſes he 
might make himodious to his people , that by that meanes 
he might obraine hisowne pwrpole, as indeed hedid* for af- 
rer his death hee ſeazed vponthe ſceprter, though-with no 
long enioyance, for through the troubles and conijelions 
which were raiſed inthe countrey by hismeanes , both hee, 
his wife, and whole race, rogither with the whole progenie. 
of Hteronymus, whether innocent or guiltic, were all veterly 
rooted out and defaced. 

Andrenicus was one of the moſt wickedſt menthar lived 
on the carthin his time, forhee excelled in all kind of euill, 
inambition,boldnefle in doing miſchieſe;ctuclty,whoredom, 


adultery, andinceſt; alſoromake vp the whole number, be- 


ſides he was (o treacherous and diſloiall, that he traicerouſly 


flew the ſonne and heire of the Emperour Emanuel , hurting 


 himin aſacke, and ſothrowing himuito theſea her which, 


by violence he rooke poſleſcion of the Empire of Conſtanti- 


cool, and ike a ſtrong rheefe ſeazed ypon that which was 
none of his owne : bur aſſoone as heehad gorten his deſire, 
then began his luſts ro rage andraue, then hee fell ro who-. 
ringand | forcing women and maids to his luſt; whomeafter 
hee hadonce robbed of their chaſtities,hee o2uc ouerto his 
bauds and rffians to abuſe : and that which is more than all 
this, he rauiſhed one of his owne ſiſters, and committed in- 
ceft wirh her : moreouer, ro maintaine and vyphold his tyra- 
ROus eſtare, hee lewmolt of the nobilitic, and all elſe thar

bore any ſhew of honeſtieor credit with them, and lined al= 433 
rogither by wrongs and extortions : Vherefore his ſubiects | 
(prouoked with theſe multitudes of euils which raigned in 

him, and not able to endure any longer his vile outrages and 
indignities) rebelled againlt him and beſieged him, gor him 

into their mercileſle hands, and handled him on this faſhion 
following :ficſt they degraded him and ſpotled him of hisim- 

penall ornaments, then they pulled ourone of his eyes, and 

ſer him vponanaſle backeward, with the taile in his hand in 

ſteed of aſcepter, and a rope. about his necke inſtead of a 
crowne: and in this order and attire they ted hum through all 
Conſtantinople, the people ſhouting aud rewling himon all 

ſides, fome throwing durr ,others ſpule,dwers dung, and the 
wornen their piſpors at his head : afrer all which bankerring 
diſhes, he wasrranſported tothe gallowes, and there hanged 
romake anend of all. ' > ir : 

. Charles king of Nauarre, whoſe mother /eane was daughs x,,,..14; 
rer ro Lewes Lurten king of France,was another that oppreſſed chap.100. | 
his ſubie&s with cruelty and rough dealing, for hee impoſed 

on them grieuous taxes and tnbures, and when many of 
the chiefeſt of hiscommon wealth came to make knowne 
vato him the pouertie of his people, and that they were nor

able to endure any more ſuch heauy burdens, he cauſed them 
allro be purto death for rheirboldneſle ; he was the kindler

ſo-much as the daughters of his nobles could nor bee ſafe 
from his inſatiable and intollerable luſt, Wherefore becing 
purſued by them,when he ſaw nomeanes toeſcape,hedeſpe- 
rately {lew himſelfe.

The great outrages whichthe Spaniards haue commitred 
inthe Weſt Indies, are apparant teſtimonies of theirimpiery, 
iniuſtice, crueltie, lferiabls couerouſnelle and luxurie, and 
theiudgements wherewith God hath hunred them vp and 
down hon by ſea and land (as late and freſh hiſtories doe 
reſtifie) are manifeſt witneſſes ofhis heauy anger and diſplea- 
 ſureagainſt them: amongſt all which, I will here inſert none 
but that which is moſt notorious and worthy memory,as the 
wretched accident of Pamphilus Newares and his companie: 
This manwich fixe hundred Spaniards making for the coaſt

caped notdaunger ; forthey ranne rouing vp and downe this 
ſanage countrey (o long, nll they fell inrofuch extreame po- 
uerty and faminerharfor want of vitrails, twelue of them de- 
| boured one another: & of the whole ſixe hundred that wenr 
forth, thereneuer yer rerurned aboue ten, all chereſt beeing 
either drowned orpined to death, | 
Francis PiFare, amanof baſe parentage, forin his yourh 
he was but a hogheard,and of worſe quahtiesand education, 
for he knewnot ſo much as the fuſt elements of learmng, gt

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ving himſclferothe Weſt Indian warres, grew to ſome cre- 


 dite in bearing office : but withall ſhewed himſelte very di- 


{lotall, rtecherous, and bloudy-minded in committing many 
odious and monſtrous cruelties, entering Peru with anarmy 
of ſouldiours,. tothe end to conquer new lands and domini= 
ons,and to glut his vaſatiable couetouſneſle with anew ſurfer 
of riches, (after the true Spaniſh cuſtome) hee commured 
many bloudie and traiterous a&ts, and exerciſed more than 
barbarous crueltie : for firſt vnder pretence of friendſhip, fai= 
ning to parle with £7:4ba/1bs King of Cufco,the poore king 
comming with five and twenty thouſand of vnarmed men,in 
oltenrarion of his grearneſle,nor in purpoſe to refiſt : he wel 
commed him and his men ſo nimbly with ſwords and courte- 
laxe3,that they had all ſoone their throats cut by a moſt hox- 
rible ſlaughter,& the king himſelf was taken & pur in chains;

the inſolences of theſe braue warriors within :in fine though 


- PiJarre promiſed Artabalibs toſauc his life, in regard of a

_ &whatbecame of him afterwards knowne itis ro God , but 
not to the world. Arwhule after the fellows and friends of 41-

death of hisfather, therefore being-in number bur twelne, 


with vnſheathed ſwords, they deſperately burſt into Francis 
P17 arres houſe, (then Marques and gouermr of Peru)and ar 
the firſt brunt ſlew a capraine that guarded the entrance of 
the hall, andnexrhim /fartin of Alcantara-with other moe 
that keprtche entrance of the chamber, ſo that hee fell dead 
_ euenat his brother the Marqueſles feet: who albeit his men

iuſtice betwixethem, Inlikemanner Aug«fus Ceſar is com- 
mended for his care and trauaile inthis behalfe, for he would 
ordinatily fit in iudgement ypon cauſes and controucrfies of 
his ſubie&s, and that with ſuch great delight and pleaſure, 
thaxoften times night was faine to interrupt his courlc, before 
his will wasto relinquihit; yea though hee found himſelfe 
cuill at cafe, yet would hee not omit to apply hinifelfe to the

The Ewpcrour Claudine, though a man otherwiſe of a dull

are ſo marked with infamie and diſhonour, thatthe ſtaine 
thereof can ncuerbe wipedaur, +
